the mere effort to gather them. The first in-
jurious «fiect on the country was the sudden
withdrawal of so much labor from the charn-
nels of preduction ; it was n ainly, tos, tha
description wost needed here—that is, agri-
cultural Iabor,

We are not in possession of the statistics
reguisite to determine with exactness the nnm-
ber of persons who have been taken from the
okd States and have mone to California.  The
population of that State now excoeds ten
Lhundred thousand. But as there is a constant
stream of people always in (ransiin, either go-
ing to or leaving that country. the pumber of
people withdrawn from the business of pro-
tueiive labor largely exeeeds the population
of that State. 11 is not our purpose to over-
